Prospects for quick agree­ 
ment on a new work contract 
seemed remote. 
The White House said Ken­ 
nedy would create a hoard of 
inquiry to report to him by 
Thursday on the nature and 
scope of the work stoppage. 
On the basis of the board's 
report, the President will de­ 
cide whether to order the usual 
80-day cooling off period. 
Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, during his admin­ 
istration, used a Taft-Hartley 
injunction to halt a waterfront 
strike that tied up more than 
200 American-flag ships for a 
week.
